A lf you worked at least 12 to 20 weeks 
at a job where unemployment insurance 
contributions were taken off your pay 
cheque, and you are now unemployed. 


B While you look for work, it pays 55 
percent of your most recent average 
weekly insurable earnings for between 17 
and 50 weeks, depending on the length of 
that employment and the rate of 
unemployment where you live. If you earn 
less than a certain amount ($390 per 
week in 1994) and if you or your spouse 
support a dependant, you will receive 60 
percent of your most recent average 
weekly insurable earnings. It also pays 
maternity, sickness and parental benefits 
and such adjustment benefits as training, 
work sharing and job creation.

Those who quit work without 
just cause or are fired for misconduct 
will not be eligible for unemployment 
insurance until they again qualify through 
new employment.
